ThankeyourLOrn,your, letter of May 23, 1986, bringing to 
my attention the resolution adopted by the Hamilton City 
CouncriwoneMay. £3, aL9/86. 


There is no doubt that Soviet secrecy about the extent 
and impact of the Chernobyl disaster seriously complicated the 
situation. I have reiterated my deep regret that Soviet 
authorities were so slow in providing Canada and other 
countries with the data needed to assess the hazard to our 
citizens and their relatives living in the area. From the 
beginning, the Canadian Government has pressed and continues to 
press Soviet authorities in Ottawa, Moscow and within the 
International Atomic Energy Agency in Vienna for more 
information. The Soviet Union is now providing radiation data 
to the IAEA, which is in turn being transmitted to national 
agencies, in Canada's case, to the Atomic Energy Control 
Board. A Canadian representative has been taking part in IAEA 
consultations on the long-term health impact of the Chernobyl 
incident. 


At the Tokyo economic summit, the Prime Minister 
joined his colleagues in calling for an early elaboration of an 
international convention that would commit the parties to 
report and exchange information in the event of nuclear 
emergencies or accidents. Experts of the IAEA are now working

Further to your query of 25th June covering 
Alderman Brian Hinkley's concerns regarding the licensing/testing of 
boaters on Hamilton Bay. 


We have contacted Mr. Ian Noble, Hamilton Harbour 
Commission, who advises that they had requested revocation of their 
by-law governing the licensing of boat operators within Hamilton 
Harbour for the following reasons:- 


l. They were advised by the Ministry of Transport that the licensing 
‘of operators only within Hamilton Bay was _ unconstitutional, 
therefore there was no licencing of boaters in 1985 by the 
Harbour Commission. . 


2. The Ministry of Transport had further advised that Federal 
Legislation was in the planning stage. This would license all boat 
operators across Canada. 


Prior to 1985 The Harbour Commission conducted. 
academic testing on their premises. The boater then made an 
appointment with The Harbour Commission Police Force where they 
had to pass a test in regards to their boat and equipment. The 
boater then received his licence. 


A renewal of this by-law and the co-operation of the 
Harbour Commission in administrating the academic portion of the 
testing would rest totally with the Hamilton Harbour Commission 
Chairman, Mr. John Agro, Q.C. and his Board. We would gladly do 


the other testing.

It is apparent that the legislation of a by-law 
necessary to the licensing of boaters on the Bay is only obtainable 
through the Harbour Commission, and until such time as new 
legislation is forthcoming, our -hands are tied in terms of mandatory 
licensing. i} 


Should consideration be given to interim testing on a 
voluntary basis within the Bay, I am sure a program could be 
instituted forthwith by our Community Services in conjunction with 
our Marine Branch.

Related to our meeting with the Downtown Action Plan Committee 
on June 11, 1986, the following is a detailed breakdown of our 
approach to the project based on the comments and concerns 
expressed at: the meeting. 


The objectives of this final portion of the entire Downtown 
Action project “are ‘difficult to clarify in detail. 
Accordingly, we propose a phased approach te the project with 
subsequent phases dependent on the Committee's acceptance of 
the preceding phase. 


STAGE I 


(a) Detailed review of the Phase IV recommendations in the 
original Du Toit Downtown Action Plan Study. 


(b) Thorough on site review, photographic coverage and 
physical inventory of all alleyways, service lanes and 
parking lots in the study area. 


Review of other similar situations within the study 
area not specifically indicated in the Du Toit Study 
as well as directly adjacent situations which may be 
important for continuity but which technically do not 
fall within the Downtown Action Plan Boundary. 


(d) Review the implications of the City of Hamilton 
undertaking work in the alleyways and edges of parking 
areas related to the obvious necessity of undertaking 
aspects of the work on private property.

Although brief, the preceding description of proposed stages 
is intended to outline a step by step approach to the project 
with the intent to thoroughly agree and receive approval on 
the implications of each before proceeding to the next. As 
mutually discussed, this phase will obviously be difficult to 
achieve related to already apparent complications. As your 
proposed consultants, we will require as clear a decision 
making process as possible and hopefully an individual contact 
person who will provide coordination and help with the whole 
question of private/public construction and approvals as well 
as assisting with the organization, approval, presentations, 
and staging required.

At the south-west corner of Herkimer and James Street South, 
business magnate Tunis #. Griffiths erected a palatial home in 
-—-s1 — 


1891 that superbly exemplifies the bold and flamboyant character 
of late Victorian architecture. 


Desianed by noted local architect W. A. Edwards, 252 James 
Street South is an outstanding example of the Richardsonian 
Romanesque style of architecture—--the finest of its kind in 
Jamilton. Characteristic of this style are the wide, rounded 
arches set on short columns, the projecting round and square 
towers, tne steeniy pitched roofs, and the solid masonry walis 
enlivened by rock-faced stone and terra cotta trim. 

Inside, the spacious entrance Hall anc stairway reflect an 
elegance of decoration in the elaborately carved woodwork and the 
colourful stained glasts panels. 


Owners of the home have all been prominent men of the 
community. The Griginal owner, Tunis B. Griffiths, achieved 
Success as manager of the Hamilton Street Railway; Sir John &. 
Hendrie, businessman and politician, owned the home during the 
time he served as Liesutenant—-Governor ot Ontario, and his son, 
Major William Tan S. Hendrie, a distinquished military man and 
President of the Hamilton Bridge Works Company, inherited the 
home from his parents. In 1937 the building was sold ta Sam 
Henson and subsequently converted into apartments.

EXPLANATORY NOTE: 


On 1986 August 13, the Downtown Action Plan Co-Ordinating Committee 
reviewed the proposed Shuttle Bus Demonstration Project and 
unanimously passed the above recommendation. 


Attached as Schedule "A" is a resolution adopted by Regional Council 
1986, June 17. ; 


That the Honourable Alvin Curling, Minister of Housing be advised 
that Hamilton City Council protests the enactment of the Rental 
Housing Protection Act, 1986 and requests that, in accordance with 
section 9 of the said act, the Lieutenant Governor in Council make a 
regulation exempting the City of Hamilton from the Rental Housing 
Protection Act and the accampanying regulations. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE: 

The Rental Housing Protection Act (Bill 11) was announced by the 
Minister of Housing on May 5, 1986. The intent of the Act is to 
help preserve the scarce supply of affordable rental housing in the 
Province. The act received Royal assent on 1986 July 10. 


This new Legislation provides that no rental residential _property, 
or part thereof, shall be : 


- demolished; 


- converted to a condominium, co-operative, hotel, rooming house, or 
Similar use, or other non-rental use; 


- renovated or repaired if vacant possession of a rented unit would 
be required; or, 


- severed 


unless the municipal council gives approval. No person shall sell é 
an interest or share in a co-operative unless the municipal council € 


gives approval. 


The Act applies to rental residential properties with more than four 
rental units, in area municipalities with over 25 988 people, except 
in the case of conversion to condominium. 


Almost every section of the Act, and many subsections, call for a 
hearing by, application to, or approval, or action of City Council. 


The decision of the Municipal Council may be appealed to the Ontario 
Municipal Board and the Lieutenant Governor (Cabinet). 


There is no reference in the Act to any overruling or superseding of 
Section 186 of The Municipal Act, so it appears that the whole 
Council itself need not hold the hearing, so long as there is a 
by-law delegating such hearings to a Committee of City Council. 


The appropriate Committee to hold such hearings in the place and 
stead of Council would be the Planning and Development Committee.

Committee at a Special Meeting held 1986 August 298, has been for- ‘

We submit to the Personnel Committee of Hamilton City Council the 
Report of the Salary Review Panel established by resolution of Council on 
15 April 1986. Council resolved at that time: 


(1) That the Business Community, the Labour Community and the Political 
Science Department of McMaster University be requested to volunteer a 
representative and to form a three member salary review panel. 


(2) That the representatives volunteered have some Knowledge of salary 
and wage calculation and some understanding of municipal political 
responsibilities. 


(3) That the panel review the Currie, Coopers and Lybrand Salary Report 
regarding members of Council and any other documentation they deem 
appropriate and report back to the City's Personnel Committee on an 
appropriate salary level for the combined position of City and 
Regional Members of Council and the Mayor of the City of Hamilton. 


(4) That the Panel also recommend whether the combined positions be 
viewed as a full time or part time commitment. 


(5) That the City Clerk be authorized to provide all necessary meeting 
space, secretarial services, and support or other required by the 
panel to carry out this task. 


Subsequently, we were appointed as representatives of the Hamilton- 
Brantford Ontario Building and Construction Trades Council, of McMaster 
University and of the Hamilton and District Chamber of Commerce 
respectively. : 

The Panel reviewed a number of documents, submissions and specially 
prepared studies during its 17 meetings during the Spring and Summer. We 
also discussed the Coopers and Lybrand Report with its author, Mr. R.Jd. 
McDowell. (An Appendix I to this Report lists the materials reviewed). 
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The Panel wishes to express our appreciation to you and the staff of 
your department, Mr. E. Matthews (City Treasurer), and Mr. S. Swan 
(graduate student at McMaster University) in helping us obtain necessary 
information. 

In submitting our Report, we recommend to the Personnel Committee and 
to the Mayor and Council that our Report be made available to the public 
and that it be discussed in public at both Committee and Council stages of 
deliberation. 

Finally, we wish to state that our recommendations are unanimous, and 
that the Report is a product of collegial effort by all three members.

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SUMMARY 


We were asked to review a consultants' report and advise on pay for 
the Mayor and Aldermen of Hamilton in their dual City and Regional roles, 
and on whether these jobs should be regarded as full-time or part-time. 

In this Summary we briefly outline our thinking and conclusions, 

which are more fully developed in the full text of our report. Our 
specific recommendations are set out in Part III of the Report. 
(1) THE JOB We Been that the roles of Mayor and Aldermen are not jobs 
like any other. They are unique commitments of service to the community, 
fundamental to its democratic government, more demanding of time and 
energy and rich in potential satisfaction and fulfilment than most 
ordinary occupations or voluntary activities. 

Every citizen has the right to run for office, and we believe the 
community is best served when voters have the widest possible choice of 
candidates. It is for the people to decide at each election what kind of 
representation they want. To define an elected office as full-time would 
exclude those who feel they cannot or should not give up jobs to serve, 
but might be the people's choice. To say that an office is part-time 
might discourage those who can give it their undivided attention. 

We believe the definition of an elected office as full-time or part- 
time is and should remain each candidate's option and the electors’ 
choice. However, we doubt that the Mayor of Hamilton could do justice to 


that job while holding any other. 
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WE RECOMMEND THAT: 


(A) THE OPTION OF FULL-TIME OR PART-TIME SERVICE SHOULD BE LEFT OPEN 


TO THE ELECTORS AND THE ELECTED; 


(B) COUNCIL ORGANIZE AND SCHEDULE ITS WORK TO ACCOMMODATE THE WIDEST 
POSSIBLE PARTICIPATION OF CITIZENS WHO MIGHT WISH TO SERVE AS 


ELECTED REPRESENTATIVES OR ATTEND ITS MEETINGS. 


(2) THE PAY If the jobs are difficult to compare, so are comparisons of 
their worth. 

The main motivation for elected office is a desire to serve, not 
material gain. The job" competition is in the polling place, not the 
marketplace. Whatever the pay, it will be more than some and less than 
others can command in their "regular" occupations. Some will give the 
office their full time, others will not; yet each might earn excellent 
performance rating at the polls. We conclude that comparisons with other 
occupations are not useful in establishing the value of these offices. 

The consultants based their recommendations on a comparison of 
municipalities, but they offer no clear rationale for their choice of 
comparables. We looked for alternative comparisons but found valid ones 
elusive among municipalities which differ so widely, across Canada and 
within Ontario, in political structure and organization as well as size. 

Each community seems to set its own standard of rewards for elected 
offices, based on its history, economy and culture. That seems natural. 


The job market for municipal candidates stops at the city limits. Cities 
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do not compete for the same Mayor and Aldermen. How they value these 
offices is a matter of local option, and there is no obvious relationship 
between the quality of an elected body and the remuneration of its 
members. 

We thus reject comparisons either of occupations or municipalities as 
criteria for job valuation in these cases. 

We conclude that the level of remuneration in effect at the last 
election reflects the value which Council members, challengers for office 
and the electorate all placed on the job. If any mid-term adjustment is 
now felt to be justified in light of the previous Council's failure to 
address the issue, we suggest the best guide for such adjustment is the 
example set by Regional Council. 

We do not favour an automatic annual formula increase. We suggest as 
general rules that Council remuneration should rise only in step with the 
citizen's ability to pay, only after open public debate, and only at the 


beginning of a term of office. 


WE RECOMMEND THAT: 


(A) ANY CHANGE IN REMUNERATION OF MAYOR OR ALDERMEN TAKE EFFECT ONLY 
AT THE BEGINNING OF A TERM OF OFFICE AFTER DEBATE AND DECISION 
ENTIRELY IN OPEN PUBLIC SESSION OF THE PREVIOUS COUNCIL BEFORE 


JUNE 1 OF AN ELECTION YEAR; 
(B) IN THE INTERIM, SALARIES OF THE PRESENT MAYOR AND ALDERMEN (IN 
THEIR CITY CAPACITIES) SHOULD BE INCREASED BY 2.9% EFFECTIVE FROM 


THE BEGINNING OF THEIR TERM OF OFFICE, AND DURING THE REMAINDER 
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OF THE TERM THEY SHOULD RECEIVE THE SAME PERCENTAGE INCREASES (IF 
ANY) ADOPTED BY REGIONAL COUNCIL, PROVIDED THAT EACH SUCH 


INCREASE BE DEBATED IN OPEN PUBLIC SESSION; 


ANY INCREASE FOR THE COUNCIL ELECTED IN 1988 AND FOR EACH FUTURE

PERSONAL INCOME OF HAMILTON RESIDENTS DURING THE LATEST THREE

WHOSE REPORT IS MADE PUBLIC BEFORE APRIL 1 OF THAT YEAR. 


(3) THE PROCESS Council remuneration is public business. It is not, in 


our opinion, a "personnel matter" appropriate to be discussed or decided 


in private. 


The terms of employment of elected representatives are of vital 


interest to electors, who should have ample opportunity to express their 


views on any proposals for change. 


WE RECOMMEND THAT: 


(A)

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i Municipal Government and the Roles of Mayor and Aldermen 


Municipal Government poses’. special Challenges to its elected 
officials. Four of these challenges are pertinent for understanding 
the responsibilities of the offices of Mayor and Aldermen. First, 
local elected officials must work within the legal and financial 
frameworks established by another level of government - in the case 
of Hamilton and other Ontario cities by the Provincial government in 
Queen's Park. There is often a gap between what elected officials 
would like to do to respond to citizen concerns and problems and what 


they can do within the parameters of Provincial controls. 


Secondly, municipal governments are only one CY¥Des One tlocal 
government" that exists in the Canadian political system. Provinces 
have seen fit to create special purpose bodies, like school boards, 
to provide particular services to their citizens. Provinces and the 
Federal Government also maintain large regional networks of their own 
agencies to provide services directly to citizens. The Ontario 
Housing Corporation and the Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
are examples in the housing sector. Municipalities themselves often 
create special purpose bodies to deal with particular services and 
issues. Municipal elected officials must therefore bear some 
responsibility for coordinating policies among these varieties of 
"local governments", and for representing the concerns of their 


electorate to other governmental bodies. 
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Thirdly, the Province of Ontario engaged in a large scale 
restructuring of municipal government in the 1970's by creating a new 
tier of government, the Regional Municipality. In the case of 
Hamilton and Wentworth County, the Regional Municipality of Hamilton- 
Wentworth was created in 1974, and the Province reassigned service 
functions between the City and its Regional partner. The Mayor and 
all of Hamilton's Aldermen now serve as members of the Council of the 
Regional Municipality. Thus, Hamilton elected officials represent 
both Regional and City concerns, and the responsibilities of the two 


roles are co-mingled and interrelated. 


Finally, the City of Hamilton and Regional Municipality of Hamilton- 
Wentworth not only deliver services to the residents of the City but 
they also regulate land uses, businesses, special events and other 
activities of their citizens. The delivery of services poses 
challenges in terms of the administrative oversight of City and 
Regional Departments and their employees. The formulation and 
implementation of regulations pose additional challenges. 
Regulations affect the wealth, well being and life-styles of a large 


heterogenous population. 


In this context, the roles of the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of 


Hamilton are an amalgam of four duties and responsibilities: 


= A Representative Role: The Mayor and Aldermen represent the 


concerns and interests of their electorates at City Hall, at 
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the Regional Municipality and before other governmental bodies, 


including the Province. 


= A Policy Making and Coordination Role: City and Regional 
Councils help establish and modify the delivery of services and 


regulations within their municipal boundaries. 


= An Administrative Oversight Role: Councils oversee the 
operations of their chief administrative officers and 
subordinate staffs, and ensure that complaints of 
maladministration and bureaucratic insensitivities are treated 


with dispatch and consideration. 


= A Ceremonial Role: The Mayor and, to a lesser degree, the City 
Council, play a role of symbolic and emotional value to 
citizens in representing the Municipal Government at events in 


the City, the Province and the Nation. 


The responsibilities of municipal elected office are thus unlike the 
responsibilities of other municipal "jobs" or private sector "jobs". 
To a degree, they are specific to the Hamilton and the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Region, and different from the responsibilities of elected 


office of other governmental bodies. 


However, they share an important characteristic of all elected 


offices. Recruitment to office and dismissal from office are 
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ultimately determined by the electorate, either on a ward basis for 
the Alderman or at large in the case of the Mayor. While a 
remuneration and compensation package can affect recruitment and 
retention of elected officials, we must seek the basic principles of 
salary setting in the nature of representative democracy rather than 
in the supply and demand of the labour market. We reject the notion 
that the job of an elected official is comparable to that of a union 
official, a company executive or a university professor to take three 
examples. We thus address below the principles of representative 
democracy pertinent to the "jobs" of Aldermen and Mayor and to their 


levels of remuneration. 
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Ii_ Principles of Representative Democracy 


Examination of the nature of representative democracy reveals three 
broad principles, all of which are pertinent for understanding the 
bases of remuneration for elected officials and, in turn, our 


recommendations in this Report. 


These ci rst principle is that our representatives must be chosen, 
disciplined and controlled by those whom they represent - in this 
case through the triennial election process. This principle forms 


the basis for our recommendations about: 

(a) the adequacy of salaries for the Mayor and Aldermen; 

(b) the timing of any salary increase; 

(ec) the effectiveness with which our representatives discharge their 
tasks, in particular whether full- or part-time status is 
necessary for effective representation. 

These three inferences are explained in paragraphs 10 - 14 below. 

Elections are a critical time in the renewal of any government. 

They are a time when popular control over representatives is fully 


exercised. They are a time when new candidates offer and test ideas 


and proposals before the public. They are a time when incumbents 
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must rejustify their contributions to government and their community. 
They are, in short, a time for legitimating the accountability and 


commitment of the representatives to the represented. 


At election time, members who seek re-election and their challengers 
for public office are aware of the compensation package available to 
the successful candidates. The electorate proceeds on the assumption 
that the candidates would not seek office were the compensation 
package insufficient. Candidates who perceive that the package may 
be inadequate are free to campaign and justify increases. The 
accountability and commitment of the elected representatives to those 
whom they represent can be placed at risk if compensation is 
significantly altered between electoral terms. Because a public 
debate on the adequacy of remuneration of the Hamilton Council did 
not take place during the elections of 1985, we must proceed on the 
basis that the successful candidates made a commitment to serve their 
community for salaries and fringe benefits that were known and 
approved by the electorate. A tacit contract may be be said to have 


existed between the elected and the electorate. 


Moreover, we reason that the appropriate time for significant changes 
in the remuneration of Mayor and Aldermen should take place at the 
beginning of their terms of office and remain in force during those 
terms. Accountability and commitment, as we noted above, are 
primarily exercised during the triennial election period. We regret 


that a full public debate did not take place in 1985 on the

recommendations of the Coopers and Lybrand Report commissioned by 
Soot ies We recommend (paragraphs 34 - 35) changes in the process 
for public consideration of the adequacy of remuneration in future 


years. 


Subject to certain important qualifications noted in paragraph 27, we 
conclude that the current remuneration levels for the Mayor and 
Aldermen be considered adequate, and that major changes in these 


levels not take place before the new Council is elected in 1988. 


From our first principle of representative democracy - that the 
electoral process is the major method of ensuring accountability and 
commitment of our representatives to the represented - we also 
conclude that the adequacy of time spent discharging the duties of 
office is a matter for the electorate to determine. We note that 
some persons consider the office of Alderman to be a full time 
position and that others consider it to be part time. While we make 
some recommendations (paragraphs 32-33) about the organization of the 
work of Council, we have no ready test to determine whether full or 
part time status is sufficient for effective representation. The 
test must remain, we believe, in the perceptions of the electorate 
and their voting behaviour every three years. We believe, however, 
that the office of the Mayor of Hamilton requires full time status, 
and note that the Mayor does receive a greater compensation package 


than do Aldermen for discharging his or her duties. 
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(15) We find. that there are two other important principles of 


(16) 


representative democracy that influence our reasoning. The second 
principle is that our representatives should reflect to some degree 
the characteristics of the community they represent. One would not 
wish certain sections of the community to be excluded from candidacy 
because of salary considerations alone. The financial rewards of 
elected office will always be less than the financial rewards 
possible in private life for some officials, and they will always be 
greater thenutnese available for others. Our concern is that the 
Council represents a broad cross section of persons in the community, 
and we are pleased that such a cross section currently exists on the 
Hamilton City Council. This reinforces our general conclusion about 


the adequacy of the current remuneration package. 


Our third and final principle of representative democracy is that 
representatives must be continually responsive to the desires and 
interests of their constituents. This places an obligation on the 
eleéctedmoriiclal ss lovorierssoundereasonsi tors cher deciigionseanduvo 
assure that those reasons generally match those of their 
constituents. It is insufficient for the electorate merely to accept 
or reject the decisions of their representatives at election time. 
This principle, we believe, is important for our recommendations 


about: 


(a) the role of each local community in establishing the adequacy 


of remuneration levels; 
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(b) the organization of the work of Council, their relations with 
the non-elected staff of the Municipality, and the facilities 


available for the discharge of those duties; and 


(ec) the process through which future recommendations about the 
representation levels for elected officials are considered, 


debated and approved. 


These inferences are explained in more detail in paragraphs 17 - 22. 


Our third principle of representative democracy implies that the 
priorities of Council must be set in response to the interests and 
preferences of the represented. The represented - the citizens of 
Hamilton - have their own interests and preferences which differ from 
the interests and preferences of other cities. Every community has 
its own special traditions, histories, economic and social structures 
and problems of pressing and modest concern. The adequacy of 
remuneration levels for Council should be established as a result of 
a dialogue with the citizens of Hamilton. We reject the notion of 
comparability with other communities as a way to establish 
remuneration levels of elected officials; they are appropriate for 
labour market positions not those of community representatives. 
(Because of the controversial nature of this inference, we devote 
more space in Part IV to the comparability approach and the results 
of our own salary survey). The City of Hamilton, we reason, must 
establish its own rationale for adequate remuneration levels, 


independent of experience elsewhere. 
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Much of the work of Council between elections is taken up with 
administrative oversight as well as with policy making and 
coordination. The third principle of representative democracy 
implies that these roles cannot be simply discharged by non-elected 
staff. Programmes and their administration must be continually 
explained, justified and, if need be, modified through discussions 
with the voters. This inevitably creates tensions within the 
municipal organization about the proper roles of the Chief 
Administrative Officer and his department heads. However, we note 
that Council has rejected the Board of Control system and uses an 
Executive Committee and Chief Administrative Officer to supervise 
staff functions. We believe that Council should again examine both 
the responsibilities and number of its committees, and clarify the 
authority of the Chief Administrative Officer to assign and 


reorganize job and departmental functions amongst staff. 


The third principle of representative democracy - that elected 
officials must be continually responsive to the electorate between 
election periods - allows us to make some further statements about 
the facilities available to Council. The Coopers and Lybrand Report 
recommended improvements in the office facilities and secretarial aid 
available to the Aldermen. We agree that adequate private space 
should be available to Aldermen when they discuss constituent 


concerns, and that secretarial aid should be available when required. 
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(20) We note that committee meetings at the City and Regional level are 


(21)

not only numerous (more than 180 per year) but take place throughout 
the course of the day. We find that the timing of so many committees 
during the normal working day may be detrimental to the third 
principle of representative democracy as well as making service 
difficult for some Aldermen preferring to retain their private jobs. 
Committee meetings should, we believe, be held as much as possible at 
times convenient for the electorate to attend and participate. 

The third principle of representative democracy (as well as the 
first) allows us to make some inferences about the processes of 
establishing future salaries and fringe benefits for the Mayor and 
Aldermen. We believe that a citizens committee and then full Council 
debate play an essential role in ensuring responsiveness of Council 
to the electorate. Approval of remuneration levels at election time 
is insufficient; remuneration policies must be discussed, debated and 
justified. We do not believe that formulae for automatic annual 
increases grant sufficient opportunities for public scrutiny to merit 
adoption in the City of Hamilton. We note that eight of the 23 
municipalities surveyed by this panel use citizen committees as a 


method for recommending salary adjustments. 


The three principles of representative democracy and the inferences 
they permit allow us to make a number of specific recommendations for 
changes in the remuneration levels for the Mayor and Aldermen of the 


City of Hamilton. These are contained in our next section. 
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III: SPECIFIC RECOMMENDATIONS 


We recommend that no major increase in salary levels for the Mayor 
and Aldermen take place until December 1988 (after the next municipal 
election) and that salary levels be fixed at the same level 


throughout the term 1988-1991. 


We recommend that at that time a salary increase be based on what the 


residents of the City of Hamilton can afford to pay. 


We recommend that the ability to pay be measured by the three year 
increase in the total money income of residents of the City as 
reported on income tex returns and published by Revenue Canada in 


their annual publication, Taxation Statistics. 


Because of a two year lag in publication of this document by Revenue 
Canada, we cannot recommend an increase based on the three years of 
1986, 1987 and 1988, but recommend an increase based on the three 
years of 1984, 1985 and 1986. We find that the Revenue Canada 
Statistics are the only comprehensive and relatively reliable 
measures of increases in total money income. Publications of 
Statistics Canada and other government agencies are inappropriate 


because: 


(a) Estimates of Labour Income exclude self employed income and 


military pay, and are not disaggregated by city; 
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(bd) Census of Canada data are too delayed in publication to be of 


value, and are difficult to access on a City of Hamilton basis; 


(ec) National Income and Expenditure Accounts do not disaggregate 


money incomes by province or city; 


(d) Increases in the assessment and market value of property in the 
City are available from the City's own resources, but these 


statistics exclude non-property income gains and losses. 


We note for information purposes only that the last three years! 
increase in total income for the City of Hamilton, for which data are 
available, amount to 17.76% (1981-1983). We anticipate a comparable 
increase in the total City income in the three years of available 


data before the 1988 increase. 


We recommend interim increases in salary levels backdated to December 
1985, when the present Council assumed office. We do so on the 
grounds that the 1982-1985 Council failed to publish, debate and 
create a public dialogue on remuneration levels that could have been 
part of the 1985 election process. The present Council should not 


bear full responsibility for the failure of the previous Council. 


For the year December 1985 through November 1986, we recommend an 
interim increase of 2.9%, which is the increase adopted by Regional 
Council. For the two years for December 1986 through November 1988, 


we recommend that the Council be granted increases equivalent in 
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percentage terms to the increases that may (or may not) take place at 
Regional Council. The proposed salary levels are listed in Appendix 
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(29) We recommend that the total increase of interim adjustments for 1985- 
1988 be included in the total increase for 1988-1991. Put another 
way, the three interim increases for 1985-1988 would be folded into 
the total increase available for the full term of 1988-1991. As a 
hypothetical example, and for information purposes only, if the three 
year increase in total community income indicates a 20% increase in 
1988, and if interim adjustments amount to 9%, then the increase 


available for 1988-1991 would be 11%. 


(30) We recommend no changes in the fringe benefits available to Council. 
We note that members of Council are covered by the Ontario Municipal 
Employees Retirement System and by a Supplementary Retirement Plan 
that has not been adopted by other Councils in the Province. The 


current year cost of the latter is $1470 for each member of Council. 


(31) We also note that one-third of the salary of the Mayor and Aldermen 


is tax free. 


(32) We recommend that Council re-examine the number and responsibilities 
of its committees, and the number, length and scheduling of meetings 
to make them more readily accessible to citizens and to elected 


representatives who wish to retain their private job occupations. 
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We recommend that Council consider means to ensure that each Alderman 
has sufficient private working space to carry out his si her duties, 
and to ensure that secretarial assistance is sufficiently flexible 


for the discharge of duties by Aldermen. 


We recommend that this Report be debated in public in the Personnel 
Committee and the full Council. 

We oconien! that should Council wish to consider, beyond 1991, 
changes in the standard recommended in paragraph 25, it adopt the 
following procedure. City Council would establish a new Citizens 
Salary Review Panel to report, by 1 April 1991, on appropriate 
remuneration levels for the Council term of 1991-1994. Council would 
then publicly debate the report of this new Review Panel and adopt, 
by 1 June 1991, recommendations for implementation effective December 


1991. A similar procedure is recommended for any future such review. 
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IV THE COMPARABILITY APPROACH 


AND OTHER SCHEMES OF REMUNERATION 


(36) We examined the comparability approach in detail, examined the use of 


this approach by Coopers and Lybrand and by other municipalities and 
reject its validity for establishing salaries for municipal elected 
officials. We conducted our own salary survey for purposes of 


information and verification. 


(37) We find that the comparability approach violates our third principle 


(38) 


of representative democracy, namely that a continuing dialogue of 
interests and concerns must take place within each community between 
the electorate and their representatives. Unique patterns of 
dialogue and interaction develop within each community in response to 
the needs and preferences of citizens in that community. Moreover, 
the job of an elected official is not like an occupation for which 
comparable salaries are immediately necessary for recruitment and 


retention. 


In more practical terms, we can find only one municipality which is 
comparable in terms of responsibilities to that of the City of 


Hamilton. Our reasoning is as follows: 


(a) Because the responsibilities of municipalities differ from one 
province to the next, we cannot compare municipalities in 
Ontario with those in other provinces. Municipalities in 


Ontario administer certain functions of government that may in 
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other provinces be administered directly by provincial 
agencies. Municipalities in other Provinces sometimes 
administer programmes that are administered in Ontario by the 


Provincial Government. 


Because of the creation of two-tier municipalities in much of 
Ontario, we cannot validly compare a lower-tier municipality 
tikes the “City of Hamilton with a municipality that has 
responsibilities comparable to both tiers. This excludes 


comparisons with London and Windsor, for example. 


Because each two-tier municipal system in Ontario divides 
responsibilities between upper and lower tier municipalities in 
differing ways, we can only validly compare the combined city 
and regional salaries of Hamilton officials with the combined 
city and regional salaries of other municipalities. One cannot 
validly compare our City salaries with those of selected other 
cities, and then compare our Regional salaries with selected 
regions containing different cities. This procedure, adopted 
in the Coopers and Lybrand Report, ignores differing responsi- 
bilities at the two tiers of local government in differing 


regions. 
Again because responsibilities differ, one must exclude from 


comparisons those municipalities that use a Board of Control 


system. 
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(e) The responsibilities of office also depend on the size of city. 
Workloads of Aldermen and Mayors are partly set by the number 
of constituents they represent, and by the number of Aldermen 
elected to share the duties of ward representation. Thus one 
would want to standardize salaries by population (cents per 
ward population for aldermen, and cents per city population for 
Mayor) and by the number of aldermen per ward, in order to make 
appropriate comparisons. 

With all of these qualifications, only three cities might be seen to 

be comparable with Hamilton (Mississauga, Ottawa, Toronto), and two 

other considerations reduce the set of comparison cities to one 


(Mississauga): 


(a) The National Capital Commission of its Federal Government 
provides many. "“local-type" services to the residents of 


Ottawa; 


(b) One-half of the Toronto Aldermen are now directly elected to 
the Metro (upper-tier) government. This permits some job 
splitting between the Aldermen elected from each City of 
Toronto ward. Hamilton Aldermen still retain City and Regional 


roles. 


(39) In Appendix II, we summarize the results of our salary survey 


irrespective of the previous qualifications. We see that Mayors and

Aldermen are paid differently in all 23 cities. If we compare ona 
cents per city population basis (for Mayor) and on a cents per ward 
population basis (for Aldermen), then we get different results. And 
if we simply compare Mississauga with Hamilton as the closest 
comparison city, we find that Hamilton Aldermen are paid more than 
Mississauga Aldermen ($1.41 per citizen compared with $1.21) and that 


the Mayors of both Councils are paid the same ($0.18 per citizen). 


(40) We conclude that the comparability approach is not justified on the 


(41) 


basis of a single city comparison, which in any event would not 


indicate that an increase in salaries is merited. 


Another measure of remuneration used in some other municipalities is 
the Consumer Price Index compiled monthly by Statistics Canada. We 
reject using this measure as a basis for salary adjustments. It does 
not reflect the ability to pay of Hamilton residents. [tei senot 


linked with any principle of representative democracy. 


(42) We examined and reject any scheme for paying Council a bonus based on 


attendance at Council and committee meetings on the model of the 
Greater Vancouver Regional District and some other municipalities. 


We do so for two reasons: 


(a) attendance at roll call may not accurately indicate attendance 


throughout the meeting or contributions made at the meetings; 
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(b) it creates incentives for additional meetings which may not be @ 


fully productive.

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® APPENDIX II: COMPARISONS WITH OTHER MUNICIPALITIES 


We compared the combined City and Regional Salaries of the Aldermen and Mayor of 
Hamilton with the combined salaries for Aldermen and Mayors of 23. other 
municipalities (see paragraph 39). We selected the cities as follows: 


(a) We included all municipalities and regions selected by the Coopers and 
Lybrand Report. 


(b) We added Windsor and London as two larger cities excluded from the Coopers 
and Lybrand study. 


(c) We added East York as this was one of the municipalities used for 
comparisons by the City in 1979. 


(d) We included the large four western cities of Vancouver, Edmonton, Calgary 
and Winnipeg. 


When reading the table, the combined salary for the Mayor and Aldermen may 
appear to be greater or less than other municipalities. However, the key columns to 
read are columns 3 and 6 where we standardize the figures by the number of persons 
represented. In column 6, we standardize the remuneration levels by the number of 
aldermen/ward as well as by population. Columns 3 and 6 thus offer comparisons based 
on the costs of representation per city resident.

The City of Hamilton Licensing Committee presents its FOURTH 
Report for 1986 and respectfully recommends: 


That Public Garage, Class "C", licence no.91951 
(repair/storage of tires), held by Lawrence Curto, at 
382 Cumberland Avenue, not be renewed. 


For the information of Members of City Council: 


On September 11, 1986, the City of Hamilton Licensing 
Committee held a show cause hearing. Mr. Curto was present 
without counsel, although he was advised of the hearing date by 
letter on July 8, 1986 and he was further advised by letter on 
August 25, 1986 of the particulars of the reasons for the hearing 
and that he could attend with counsel. 


Information was given by a Ward Alderman, Alderman Brian 
Hinckley, nearby residents, the Director of Traffic, the Director 
of Inspections, Building Department, Fire Prevention Inspectors 
and City Licence Inspectors: 


That Lawrence Curto was convicted in By-law Court on March 
21, 1986 of unlawfully permitting the outdoor storage of goods, 
OreatveaClesm( tires; rims, appliances, piping, lumber, drums etc.) 
contrary to City of Hamilton By-law 79-323, as amended, Section 
6(2)(c), Schedule 32 and he subsequently failed, notwithstanding 
such conviction, to keep the said premises clear of scrap 
Naceola bs junk Dues aOretires, rims, derelict, unlicensed 
vehicles, automotive and bicycle parts and the like; 


That the business being carried on, in fact, amounts to a 
scrapyard or salvage yard type of operation, despite the fact 
PNateeueceZOnimmgeOtrmtnesstten( Ju, , restricted light industrial) 
prohibits such land use there; 


That the persistent, outdoor, long-term storage of tires as 
well as other material is contrary to Licence By-law 79-323, as 
amended, Schedule 32, Section 6(2)(c) and (d); 


That ethe (permitting »or commercial (truck) vehicles of the 
operation to be parked on Cumberland Avenue or to use the said 
Cumberland Avenue for the manoeuvering of such vehicles, as 
though part of the Garage "C" premises, is contrary to the 
Licensing By-law; 


That the persistent blocking of the driveway at ‘the site 
with vehicles, thereby obstructing access to firefighting 
vehicles, is creating a fire hazard. The long-term storage) of 
tires outdoors on site also creates a fire hazard; 


That the on-site parking and storage of derelict vehicles 
without current provincial plates contravenes the City of 
Hamilton Property Standards By-law 74-74, as amended, Section 
19(3), as to both the front and backyards of the site: 


That the unreasonable late hours and Sunday operation of the 
business, resulting in excessive, unnecessary noise at all hours 
is contrary to City of Hamilton By-laws 9329, as amended, Section 
16(7) and 4798, as amended, Section 797-(2)(iv)(v) and (vii) and 
in total disregard of the residential character of the immediate 
neighbourhood and results in numerous complaints; 


That the general and continuing disregard of the instruc-— 
tions accompanying the licence, as set out in the November 15, 
1984 letter from S. J. Dembe, Licence Administrator, to Mr. Curto 
and failure to adhere to the terms of the various by-laws, has 
resulted in numerous and repeated complaints to the City of 
Hamilton and its staff;

64 James Street South, 


Hamilton, Ontario 


St. Paul's Presbyterian Church located on James 
Street South at Jackson Street is one of Hamilton's out- 
standing architectural monuments. Originally known as St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian Church, the Gothic Revival structure 
was designed by architect William Thomas and built in 1854- 
57 of local limestone by stonemason George Worthington. 


Architecturally, St. Paul's is considered "still 
the best Decorated Gothic Revival Church in Ontario" accor- 
ding to Marion MacRae and Anthony Adamson in Hallowed Walls. 
The church is a masterpiece of Gothic Revival detaL ing, 
executed in both stone and wood, and an outstanding example 
of local limestone construction. Since its completion, 
the church has acquired additions but the integrity of the 
original design has survived intact. 


With its stone spire reaching a height of 180 feet, 
St. Paul's is an important component in the monumental and 
historic streetscape of James and Main Streets and a dis- 
tinctive landmark of the city's downtown skyline. 


The church is significant also as a major work of 
one of Canada's leading nineteenth-century architects, 
William Thomas. 


Historically, the building of St. Paul's marks the 
point when the local presbyterian church as well as the City 
of Hamilton itself had become established as a permanent and 
growing community. 


Important to the preservation of St. Paul's Pres- 
byterian Church is the retention of the four exterior fac- 
ades and the interior of the original church; the exteriors 
of the stone chapel addition built in 1877 by architect 
Peter Brass, and enlarged, in 1909 by Frank Darling; and the 
chancel extension on 1909 by Hugh Vallance.

Located at 47 James Street South on the north-east 
corner of Main Street, the three-storey Classical Revival 
bank was built originally for the Landed Banking and Loan 
Company in 1908. In 1944, the building became the branch 
office of the Canada Permanent bank and from 1972 to 1985, 
it housed the Mercantile Bank of Canada. 


The building is considered a major architectural 
landmark of the downtown core. Its significance derives 
in part from the exceptionally skillful use of Classical 
Revival features - the limestone corinthian columns and 
pilasters, the large-scaled entablature and the rooftop 
balustrade, all of which still retain their original 
appearance. Behind the historic facade is a modern steel 
frame construction. 


‘ Although attributed to local architect Charles 
Mills, the bank is a close copy of New York City's Knick- 
erbocker Trust and Safe Deposit Bank, which was built in 
1904 and designed by the acclaimed leaders of the Classi- 
cal Revival Style in North America, McKim, Mead and White. 
Now that the original New York bank has been demolished, 
the Hamilton example acquires greater significance. 


As a high-styled and distinctive work of archi- 
tecture on a prime corner location in the downtown core, 
the Landed Banking and Loan Company serves as an anchor 
block and vital component in the complex of historic 
architectural monuments centres in the Main-James Street 
area.

The construction in 1932 of the High Level Bridge 
was the result of an international competition held by the 
Hamilton Parks Board for the "Improvement of the North- 
western Entrance to the City of Hamilton". 


Architect John Lyle, the engineering firm of 
James, Proctor and Redfern, and the City's Engineering: 
Department collaborated on a design of a short span steel 
cantilever bridge which was erected by the Hamilton Bridge 
Company. 


Of particular significance is Lyle's architec- 
tural design of the bridge which featured a pair of monu- 
mental pylons at each end, connected by an ornamental 
metal balustrade and lighted by the pylon lanterns and, 
originally, ornamental steel light standards (since re- 
moved). The open design of the bridge takes advantage 
of its unique location on Burlington Heights by affording 
views east to Hamilton Bay and west to Cootes Paradise. 


As the major architectural element at the north- 
west entranceway, the High Level Bridge is an important 
component in the gateway scheme which also included the 
development of the Royal Botanical Garden's Rock Garden 
and Memorial Garden. 


Historically, Lyle's structure is the fourth 
and culminating High Level bridge to span the Desjardins 
Canal since the canal was cut through in the 1850's. The 
bridge is of provincial significance and is included on 
the Ontario Heritage Bridge List.

Thank you for your August 28, 1986 letter conveying your 
Council's request to exempt the City of Hamilton from 


the Rental Housing Protection Act. 


The Rental Housing Protection Act is a key facet in our 
overall Assured Housing Strategy. Because of the low 
vacancy rates, tenants in many of the larger urban areas 
of the Province are facing increasing fear and 
uncertainty. It is difficult for people turned out of 
their homes to find alternative accommodation when 
vacancy rates are below one per cent. 


I have considered your Council's request, but given the 
current low vacancy rate of .5 per cent in the Hamilton 
Census Metropolitan Area, I am not prepared to exempt 
the City of Hamilton from the Rental Housing Protection 
Act. : 


The Government will be monitoring the rental housing 
situation carefully over the next two years. Proposals 
will be developed before June 30, 1988, when the Act 
expires, to determine the approach most appropriate then 
for preserving Ontario's rental housing stock. 


I greatly appreciate your bringing the Council's request 
to my attention..

I am bringing to your attention a serious problem which was 
raised at the Mohawk College September Board of Governors' 
meeting regarding English language training for non-English 
speaking Immigrants in the Hamilton-Wentworth Region. 


In part because of the economic recovery in the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Region, a larger number of new Canadians are locating 
here than in other areas of the country. These immigrants add to 
the diverse cultural base of our community. In the past, they 
have made a substantial contribution to the economy and the 
quality of life in Hamilton-Wentworth. 


Traditionally, such immigrants have received English language 
training at Mohawk College as soon as they arrived in our 
community. This training is sponsored by the Federal Government 
through our local Canada Employment Centres. This is no longer 
the case. Under the new Canadian Jobs Strategy, training dollars 
allocated to English language training, in particular, and all 
other institutional training, in general, are being significantly 
reduced. 


We have long lists of immigrants awaiting language training, but 
the Federal funds to deliver this training are falling short of 
the need by almost 50%. A consequence of this funding shortfall 
is that our teaching staff are facing layoffs in the very near 
future. The immigrants are referred to language training at 
Mohawk College by the local Canada Employment Centre. The 
manager, Mr. Tony Busseri, has requested additional training 
funds to meet the need, but additional funding has not been 
forthcoming.

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As you are aware, the skill level of many occupations is 
increasing and lack of language training presents a serious 
barrier to employment for these new members of our community. 


We are recommending to the C.E.I.C. officials that, in the 
future, dollars allocated for language training be separated from 
the other institutional training dollars so that language 
training for new Canadians will be better resourced by being 
directly related to the flow of immigrants to each community on 
an on-going basis. The gap between the training need and the 
funding available is growing wider every month. If this is not 
addressed speedily, it will cause local community reaction. 
Uniess this matter is addressed soon, the College will have no 
alternative but to commence a close-down of our E.S.L. program at 
the end of October, 1986. Four layoff notices have already been 
issued. 


As the President of Mohawk College, I am appealing for your 
assistance in resolving this problem. If we can resolve it 
together, the benefits will be of lasting value to Hamilton- 
Wentworth.

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i es Introduction 


Based on the “Background Planning Study" for both 
Kennedy East and West Neighbourhoods prepared in October of 
this year, and other Neighbourhood planning principles, this 
document establishes the policies which will guide the 
future development of the Neighbourhood. * 

The policies are presented in graphic and written form 
for various land uses. The Plan outlines the general goals 
from which the specific objectives, policies and actions are 


established. 


Pre Administrative Provisions 


The Neighbourhood Plan is not incorporated into the 
City of Hamilton Official Plan. It is a policy of City 


Council only. Due to changes in economic and other 
circumstances, over a period of time the Plan may be 
revised. There will be no need for an amendment if the 


changes in land use and boundaries are minor and reflect the 
general goals of the Plan. Major changes will be subject to 
Council's approval and full participation of those affected. 
Changes which do not conform to the Official Plan will 


require amendments. 


ae Description of the Study Area 


The Neighbourhood is located in the south-west part of 
the City of Hamilton. It is bounded by Rymal Road West to 
the north, Upper James Street to the east, City Limits to 
the south and Carpenter Neighbourhood to the west. 

It comprises of some 107 ha of land, one third of which 
is already built-up as a stable residential area. St. 
Elizabeth Retirement Village is located on the western end 
of the Neighbourhood. The vacant lands in the middle of the 
Neighbourhood are owned by the City of Hamilton, the Board 
of Education and the St. Elizabeth Home Society in addition 
to the lands in private ownership. 


4. Neighbourhood Plan 


The general policies of the City of Hamilton Official 
Plan are expanded and elaborated in this Plan which will now 
guide the future development of the Neighbourhood. 

The plan includes policies and a plan showing various 
land use designations and a diagrammatic street pattern. 


‘e . For the purpose of this document Kennedy East and West 
Neighbourhoods will be referred to as ‘Neighbourhood’ unless 
specifically stated otherwise. 
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4.1 Goals 


This plan has defined a series of goals and objectives 
related to public and private use of land within a planning 
time frame of the Official Plan. Some goals have to be 
viewed within the context of demographic and_ societal 
changes, particularly the aging of the population. 

These goals are as follows: 

a) Protection of residential values in the existing 
built up area such as the neighbourhood character 
densities and landscaping. 

b) Expansion of St. Elizabeth Retirement Village and 
the provision of housing for the specific needs of 
senior citizens 


c) The provision of convenient, safe and visually 
pleasing living environment. 
d) Consideration must be given to the use of passive 


solar energy in the orientation of the majority 
of the units in the St. Elizabeth Retirement 
Village expansion as well as for the proposed 
residential areas.

To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council: 


The Executive Committee presents its TWENTY FOURTH Report for 1986 and 
respectfully recommends: 


ie (a) That Parkin Partnership Architects, Toronto, Ontario be retained 
at a fee not to exceed $5 8@@ to undertake design work in 
connection with an additional kitchen exhaust system to the 
rink-level concession at Copps Coliseum. 


(b) That this cost be charged to Trade Centre/Arena Capital Account 
No. @488-U3-2919, Unclassified. 


NOTE: When volume services receive the concession to operate 
all food services in Copps Coliseum they had indicated . 
that a full kitchen in the rink level concession was 
required in order to service the building. In order to 
comply with code regulations, a fire rated exhaust system 
is required. As this is additional to the scope of work 
originally provided in the Architect's agreement, and 
since it occurred after all design work was complete an 
additional fee is warranted. 


2. That a senior staff member designated by the Executive Committee be 
authorized to represent Hamilton in the International Municipal 
Co-operation Program with Mangalore, India, at no cost to the City of 
Hamilton. 


NOTE: The International Municipal Co-operation Program is an exchange 
program between administrative staff of Third World countries 
and large Canadian cities and is a joint project of the 
Federation of Canadian Municipalities (FCM), the Canadian 
Association of Municipal Administrator's (CAMA) and the 
Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA).

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REPORT OF THE PARKS AND RECREATION COMMITTEE 


To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council. 


The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its Twenty-Sixth 


Report for 1986 and respectfully recommends:

That the policy with respect to the purchase of playground equipment as 
approved by City Council on 1986 May 13'with the adoption of Section 14 
of the Thirteenth Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee be 
amended by adding the words, "and predominately metal" immediately 
after the word "traditional", in the first line of Subsection (b), in 
order that Sub-section (b) reads as follows:

NOTE: For the information of the members of City Council, an outside 
law firm is being recommended due to the heavy workload of the 
City Solicitor's Department.

PREFACE:

FOR JAMES STREET NORTH FROM KING WILLIAM TO THE C.N.R. MAINLINE. 
UNFORTUNATELY THE COMMERCIAL STRIP IS UNDER UTILIZED AND THEREFORE 
UNABLE TO SUPPORT THE NINE BLOCK STRIP OF MERCHANTS. 


STREETSCAPE IMPROVEMENT FOR JAMES STREET NORTH IS PLANNED FOR 
IMPLEMENTATION IN 1987 AT A TOTAL ESTIMATED COST OF 
$1,764,400? AN ADDENDUM TO THIS COMMUNITY IMPROVEMENT PLAN 
WILL BE COMPILED ONCE FURTHER DETAILS ON STREETSCAPE HAVE 
BEEN FORMULATED. 


INTRODUCTION: 


THE OFFICIAL PLAN STATES: ‘COUNCIL WILL UNDERTAKE TO KEEP IN A

BACKGROUND:

1985, DECEMBER 10 AND INCLUDED IN ITS CAPITAL BUDGET SUBMISSION, THE 
PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE APPROVED THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW 
COMMERCIAL FACADE LOAN PROGRAMME. SUBSEQUENTLY, CITY COUNCIL GAVE THE 
DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT AUTHORIZATION TO PROCEED WITH IMPLE- 
MENTATION OF THE COMMERCIAL FACADE LOAN PROGRAMME BY ADOPTING ITEM 10 

OF THE TWELFTH REPORT FOR 1986 OF THE PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE, 
1986, JUNE 24. 


THE CONCESSION STREET BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT AREA, DESIGNATED AS.A COMMUNI - 
TY IMPROVEMENT PROJECT AREA UNDER SECTION 28 OF THE PLANNING ACT. 1983, 
ALONG WITH THIS COMMUNITY IMPROVEMENT PLAN, ENABLES THE COMMERCIAL 
FACADE LOAN PROGRAMME TO BE IMPLEMENTED. THIS PROGRAMME IS DESIGNED TO 
PROVIDE LOW INTEREST LOANS TO OWNERS OF COMMERCIAL PROPERTIES LOCATED

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REPORT OF THE LEGISLATION COMMITTEE 
To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton 


Members of Council: 


The Legislation Committee presents its Seventeenth Report for 
1986 and respectfully recommends: 


1. (a) That in order to achieve greater levels of compliance of City 
residents to By-law 85-148, respecting the Licencing and Control 
of Dogs, application be made by the Office of the City Solicitor 
to amend set fines for infractions as per Schedule "A" attached. 


NOTE: For the information of the members of City Council, Section 
18(1) 1 of the above By-law to amend the proposed set fine for 
allowing dogs to defecate in a public place from $23.75 to $75, 
was lost on a 4-4 tie vote. A subsequent recommendation to 
increase the set fine from $23.75 to $53.98 was also lost on a 
4-4 tie vote and in accordance with Council's policy, is being 
forwarded at this time for Council's consideration. 


(b) That By-law 85-148 be amended to provide for prohibition of 
"Allowing a Dog to Bite or Attack" and that the maximum fine be 
$2 900 and further that application be made to the Chief 
Provincial Court Judge to establish the set fine of $53. 


(c) That in order to encourage the early purchase of dog licences by 
dog owners, By-law 85-148 be amended to allow a $19 penalty on 
dog licences for late renewal, effective March lst of each year. 


(a) That By-law 77-221 (Parks By-law) be amended to allow dogs into 
parks on a leash, with the stipulation that the owners stoop and 
scoop all defecation.

(h) That By-law 85-148, Respecting the Control and Licencing of Dogs 
be amended to include a clause as follows: "Every dog owner shall 
provide a restraint or enclosure as may be required for the 
specific breed for the purpose of confining the dog to the 
premises of the owner." 


That Provincial Legislation be sought to enable the City to increase 
the maximum fine for "Allowing a Dog to Run at Large" from $58 to $2 
900 and further that application be made to the Chief Provincial Court 
Judge to increase the set fine from $33 to $53. 


NOTE: These fines will be consistent with other fine levels provided 
for in By-law 85-148. 


That in order to lessen the occurrence of dogs running a large within 
the City, 20% additional manpower be assigned for the purpose of 
increasing the number and frequency of municipal roads patrolled within 
the City of Hamilton. 


NOTE: The annual cost for a 20% increase in manpower and vehicles is 
$19 880. 
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That enforcement programmes in City Parks be increased by 2 hours per 
week per park - year round and that regular year round patrols of City 
Parks be put in place to achieve greater compliance to City of Hamilton 
By-laws pertaining to leash and stoop and scoop requirements. 


NOTE: The annual cost including vehicle and manpower is $54 771. 


That routine follow-up checks be instituted by the Hamilton SPCA for 
quarantined animals to ensure that proper quarantine is being 
maintained and that funding for follow-up checks be referred to the 
Health Department. 


That a By-law be adopted, pursuant to Section 218, Subsection 4 of the 
Municipal Act, to regulate and control cats which are at large in the 
City of Hamilton and to provide for their being impounded and for the 
recovery of any ensuing cost to the Hamilton SPCA. 


NOTE: Based upon an anticipated increase in the volume of cats 
received per year of approximately 4 900, the Hamilton SPCA has 
assembled budget estimates totalling $236 900. This volume is 
based on the current volume of complaints beirig received which 
are not responded to due to the absence of cat control By-laws 
(380-489 per month). 


Actual volumes cannot be known until such a By-law may come into 
effect. 


The Sub-Committee is of the opinion that enforcement services 
should be provided at a level at which the costs may be 
‘recovered, in order that additional financial burdens on the 
City's 1987 budget may be minimized. 


Should enforcement levels prove inadequate for the funds 
allocated, the area must be re-examined for the provision of 
additional funding. 


The Sub-Committee recommends that a sum of $75 800 be allowed 
for first year enforcement of a Cat Control By-law.

The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its Twenty-Seventh Report 
for 1986 and Respectfully recommends: 


1. (a) That the appropriation for the West Mountain Twin Pad Arena to be 
Situated in Olympic Park, be increased from $5,050,000. to 
$6,604,650. 


NOTE: For the information of the members of City Council; reasons for 
the increase in the appropriation are listed below: 


i) A projected escalation rate from the time of the original 
budget to the time of construction of almost 20% due to the 
nature of the construction boom and the lack of available 
sub-trade bidders and also the drastic increase in the cost 
of construction materials. 


11) The original budget was based on a camparison with other 
arenas in the area such as the Burlington Twin Pad. This 
building was constructed as a "Pre-engineered Structure" in 
other words a prefabricated metal building. It was decided 
that in the case of the New Proposed Twin Pad Arena for the 
West Mountain we wanted to avoid this appearance and use 
conventional brick cavity wall construction, which is 
obviously more costly. 


iii) The 5 lane running track with a 80 meter straight away was 
also included in this scheme which has an estimated cost of 
approximately $522,000.

WHEREAS paragraph 4 of Section 210 of The Muni- 


cipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302 provides as follows:

be destroyed without delay for humane reasons or for reasons 
of safety to persons or animals, the Animal Control Officer 

or other officer appointed by the Hamilton S.P.C.A. may kill 
the cat in a humane manner as soon after capture or custody 

as he may determine without permitting any person to reclaim 
the cat or without offering it for sale. 


Ud (24) No person shall forceably retrieve a cat from a 
by-law enforcement officer. 


(2) No person shall break and enter into a patrol or 
other vehicle of the Hamilton S.P.C.A. for the purposes of 
retrieving a cat. 


(3) No person shall retrieve a cat without payment of 
expenses in full referred to in section 8.
